The producers’ organization con- 
trols between 55 and 60 per cent of 
the milk supply brought into Los 
Angeles. 

D. M. Dorman, assistant general- 
Manager of the Crescent Creamery 
said last night, in diseussing the 
threatened advance: “The shortage 
‘of feed is very acute, and figures 
shown me a few days ago prove that 
there has been an advance of about 
35 per cent in that item alone. The 
producer especially is faced by the 
scarcity of labor, and has to meet 
of the cities, in 
wages. So far as the distributors 
are concerned, they cannot stand 
another penny raise on the milk, and 
4? the increase is granted, they will 
have to pass it on to the consumer.” 

Both the producers and the dis- 
tributors agree that 100 pounds of 
milk will make 46 quarts.

GASOLINE PRICE 


Department of Justice to See 
if Oil Supply ts Being. 
Reduced. 


Gasoline prices, the sup- 
posed shortage of gasoline 
production in California, 
charges that there has been a 
systematic and deliberate de- 
crease in the production of oil 
from fields in this State in or- 
der to create the impression 
of a shortage and furnish a 
pretext for a rise in prices— 
these things will be made the 
subject of an immediate inves- 
tigation by a corps of Federal 
agents of the Department of 
Justice, according to a state- 
ment made yesterday by U. 8.

j brightest, then, if it be moved,

call its academic phase, goes back 
only a few centuries; though Am- 
brose in the fourth century, A. D., 
and Gregory in the sixth century. 
originators of the Latin chant, may 
be said to have made a beginning. 

But as a matter of fact, music in 


some form is as old as the existence 


of the earliest nations. And I shall 
endeavor to show, in the brief sum- 


mary which I am here undertaking 


to present, that the art had reached 
a high stage of cultivation in the 
very remote past of the great 
Chinese peoples. 


PHILOSOPHY AND MUSIC. 


One of the principal exponents of 


thig ancient a was Laotzu, the 
great Chinese philosopher 
preceded Confucius in the seventh 
century, B. C., and many of whose 
aphorisms were embodied in the 


Confucian code of morals. But both 
depts in the 


these philophers were ¢ 
art of music, for that accom plish- 
ment was one of the essential ac- 
quirements of the cultured and edu- 
cated classes of those times, and 
could not be neglected, even by the 
royal personages of ancient China, 
as we shall see later on when re- 
ferring to that half mythical per- 
sonage, the “Yellow Emperor.” 
“What is Art?” Laotzu was 
asked by one of his disciples, “Art,” 
he replied, “ia the poetry and the 
beauty and the inspiration of na- 
ture. The sea, the birds, the 
clouds——all in motion. Wonderful 
and inexhaustible are the changes 
Presented by nature. And al 
phenomena of the world, when set 
in motion, bring forth sound. Lis- 
ten to the mountain stream, rac- 
ing over the rocks; the sounds, high 
or low, are not actually according 
to the laws of music, it is true, yet 
they have a certain rhythm and 


system+-the spontaneous voices of 
heaven and earth—the yin. and 
yang 


“Well,” Laotau continued, in the 
purest state of the human heart, 
when the fire of the spirit is at 
too will give forth sound, for poetry 
is the song of the heart. All na- 
ture is a great poem. Few, indeed, 
are true poets; from these the 
verse flows of itself. It is full of 
music——powerful as the roaring tor- 
rent among the rocks, as the rolling 
thunder in the clouds; or soft as 
the tones of an evening shower, or 
the gentle breath of a gummer

He could not have thus infinenced 
both officials and populace in those

An- 
other interesting asso- 
clation of the ididle — that 
clings to this elite is the famous Holy 
Well which was a sort of Lourdes 
of that far distant period in En- 
gland. Flolyweli street once ran 
straight through a section of the 
triangle that ie now g.ven over tv 
the Duildliug operations of this en- 
tirely moden and Au erican shrine 
of financial =ndeavor.

VARNISH TO CATCH RATS. 


A varnished board as an effective 
rat trap is a method recommended 
recently by Dr. Howarth, medical 
officer of London. A strong litho- 
graphic varnish should be warmed 
in boiling water and spread one-six- 
teenth to one-eighteenth of an inch 
thick on strawboard or fairly thick 
cardboard. A bait is placed in the 
center of the board, and the rats in 
attempting to reach the bait are 
caught on the sticky surface in the 
same manner that filles are trapped 
on fiypaper. The varnish should 
be effective for four days, when 4 
—— coat must be placed on the 


The varnish is not poisonous, and 
a coroner's jury would probably as- 
cribe death to natural causes fol- 
lowing a shock, said Dr. Howarth, 
I think that the rats die of fright. 
Once their tails stick their doom 
ig sealed. They never get near the 
bait. They get their feet in the 
varnish and the more, they struggle 
the faster they stick. * 

Rats caught during the night are 
always dead in the morning, and it 
is Aer remarkable thing that if 
two rats get on the varnish togeth- 
er one of them kills the other.

AQUEDUCT SUPPLY ONLY FOR 
MUNICIPAL AREA, IS HIS 
CONTENTION. 


Mayor Snyder declared yesterday 
that he is in favor of a continuance 
of the established policy of the city 
that no Aqueduct water be sold to 
communities which are not a part 
of the municipality of Los Angeles. 
»I believe that it would be an in- 
justice to the residents of the San 
Fernando Valley, for instance, if Los 
Angeles should sell its water to Pas- 
adena, Alhambra, San Gabriel, San- 


ta Monica and other near-by cities 


which desire the water, until these 
places legally become a part, of our 
city. President Roosevelt estab- 
lished this policy when he gave the 
Federal government’s approval to 
the building of the Aqueduct, and I 
believe that it a just view of the 
matter. I am in favor of encourag- 
ing harmonious relations with our 
neighboring cities, and I shall be 
lad to meet any delegations from 
those places which desire our wa- 
ter. Bu the policy has been fixed 
by ordinance and I believe that it 
should not be changed.”

Ralph F. Burnight, A. B., is the 
author of monograph which has just 
been published by the department 
of Sociology of the University of 
Southern California on “The Japa- 
nese in Rural Los Angeles County.” 

Mr. Burnight, received his Mas- 
ter's degree at the commencement 
of the university Thursday, has 
made an entended study of the 
Japanese Problem in and near Los 
Angeles, and at the close of his thesis 
gives the following interesting facts: 

First. The Japanese control 
through lease or ownership 41,000 
acres of land ow of 440,000, which 
are under cultivation. 

Second. The Japanese problem.is 
caused by the „ that the Japa- 
nese have settled certain limited 
regres 3 where, at the present time, 
a percentage of the land 
held by the Japanese. 

Third. The Japanese in Los An- 
geles county have taken unproduc- 
tive land and devolped it to high 
degree, as has been claimed for 
them, but only in a few instances. 

Fourth. The Japanese have 
bought land in the names of their 
children, but only to a very limited 
extent, 380 acres having been pur- 
chased by Japanese in this manner 
since 1913. 

Fifth. The most serious charge 
brought against the Japanese is that 
they ere ruining the land. This oc- 


curs in the last year of the three 
years which they are rnit te 
lense the land.

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WHEN THE CHICKEN 
BECOMES CROP BOUND. 


Tite crop of the chicken sometimes be- 
loaded with feed, 


emptied, or the opening 
esophagus may become clogged with a fea- 
ther, a straw, or some other substance 
which the bird has swallowed. The crop 
is greatly distended and the mass of feed 
is rather hard and firm. In both cases the 
symptoms are the same, and treatment 
should be conducted on the same princi- 
ples, United States Department of Agricul- 
ture specialists say. 

For treatment, pour one-fourth to one 
half ounce of melted tard or sweet oll down 
the throat and manipulate the contents of 
the crop with the hand in such a way as to 
break up the mass. Unless the passage is 
closed the contents of the crop will usu- 
ally pass away within a few hours. For u 

2 few days feed should be limited in quantity 
[k the foregoing method is ineffectual 

and an operation becomes necessary, clip 
away the feathers from a part of the crop, 

- and with a very sharp knife, lancet or razor 

make an incision about 1% inches long 
through the skin and the wall of the crop. 
Then carefully remove th contents of the 
crop with the finger, the handle of a spoon, 
or some other convenient object and wash 
out the crop with warm water. the 
finger, well ofled, into the esophagus to see 
that there is no obstruction. 

Sew up the wall of the crop first, then 
the outer skin, using white silk or linen 
thread and being careful not to sew the two 
membranes together, In a few days the 
wound will be healed. Feed sparingly on 
whole grains until the wound heals. and do 
not give any water for twenty-four hours.

PROPER VENTILATION. 

Poor ventilation and poor general man- 
agement of housing, or improper feeding 
are primary causes for failure to produce 
eges profitably. Do not overfesd or under- 
feed—both are vital faults. The use of

Hberal quantities should be discouraged. 
These make naturally sound and healthy 
fowls unduly susceptible to ordinary 
weather changes. 

A house which provides a floor space of 
three to four square feet per bird is amply 
7 sufficient for back-yard poultry keeping, 

Houses must be dry and free from drafts 
and ventilation must be provided for. Often 
there are unused sheds or small buildings 
which may be used for this purpose. The 
opening of the house should be toward the 
south, ff possible. Good poultry houses 
ean be made cheaply from piano boxes or 
other packing cases. Two piano boxes with 
the backs removed can be nalled together 
and a door cut in the end. These boxes 
should be covered with roofing paper. Mak- 
ing the house wind-proof ts an important 

- @onsideration in Calffornia. Also ample 
shade should be provided for the fowls in 
summer, Where there is a board fence in 
the yard this can be used to advantage by 
building the poultry house in the corner of 
the fence, and making the fence, with the 
cracks properly stopped up, serve as the 
back and one side of the house. 

MOVING YOUNG CHICKS. 


Chickens are usually left in the incuba- 


tor from twenty-four to thirty-six hours 


after hatching, without feeding, before 
they are removed to the brooder, which 
should have been in operation for a day or 
two at the proper temperature for iv- 
ing the chickens. A beginner should try 
his brooding system carefully before he 
uses fit. After placing the chickens in the 
brooder they can be given feed And water. 
Subsequent loss in chickens is frequently 
due to chilling received while taking them 
from the incubator to the brooder.

Then it is possible to save 
those best suited for breeding purposes, 
both because of their better production and 
of their superior appearance and vitality, 
which enables them to stand up under the 
severe strain of profitable egg breeding. 
Culling also provides more by thin- 
ning, but the slacker hens. 

out any hen which is sick, very 
thin or which shows evidence of nonpro- 
duction, weakness or poor vitality. Once a 
year the flock should be given a careful 
and systematic inspection, and preferably 
this culling should be done two or three 
The hens should be handled one at 
a time with the object of separating the 
workers from the slackers. From the class 
of better producers ft is desirable to pick 
out as many of the best as will be needed 
for breeding. When it fs determined 
which are the best layers, these should be 
marked with a leg band or ot „ £0 
that their eggs may be saved for hatching 
purposes, and the infertor fowls should be 
marketed as soon as possible. 

When only one culling is made a year, 
this work should be done in July or August 
in California. It is easier then to form a 
close estimate of the value of the hen as 
an egg producer, as well as to weed out the 
shirkers. Hens which show indications of 
laying at this time are those which, on the 
average, have been the better producers 
during the year. It should also be remem- 
bered that the better producers during the 
first laying year are those which will be 
the superior yielders in the years following. 

Relatively few hens will be profitable 
layers during their third and subsequent 
years among the general purpose breeds. 
The Leghorns as a rule produce eggs 
profitably the third year H culling is at- 
rtended to properly. 
Cull hens that are poor eaters, early 
moulters and those with small, shrivelled, 
hard, dull-colored combs, or with small, 
hard, dry puckered vents: Do not save any 
with thick, coarse, stiff pelvie bones, or 
those with these bones close together. 
Hens with hard, small abdomens should 
also be thrown into the discard. The yel- 
low-skinned breeds which show yellow lezs 
or shanks and yellow beaks should be dis- 
carded.

I use these me 
chanical helps because it pays me to do 
so, and I find that the motorized farm is 
the most satisfactory all around, I predict 
that before the end of five years animal 
power will be largely discarded for me- 
chanical power on the farms of California. 
“I have used tractors for three years, and 
wish I had used them longer. Both my

first proved too large for my purpose. 
1 st admit that, before I got used to trac- 
tor operation, I ran over a plant here and 
there in cultivating my beans, and I used 
altogether too little oll for the first week, 
resulting in the burning out of a bearing, 
the repair of which cost me $7. But I de 
termined to master all details of the mm 
| chine, and [ put in several nights studying 
the literature sent with the machine. And 
now the tractor responds as readily to 
telligent treatment as my automobile. 

“I also used the tractor on belt work in 
threshing my beans, and found it running 
fine from the first hour. I have pulled out 
trees, run a large ditcher and grader, and 
pulled a large roller with the tractor, and 
each of these operations has been an entire 
success. 

“I am now able to displace two three- 
horse teams and two other men with my 
tractor, and have decided that, because of 
this displacement, tractors are more 6Co- 
nomical than horses. 


THE OPERATING COSTS. 

“Now about the cost of operation with a 
tractor. My machine burns kerosene or 
distillate, but of late I have been unable 
to get any distillate. and am using kero- 


sene entirely. The fuel burns all right 
after I get a start on gasoline, which I keep 
in a little tank up by the seat. I figure 
the cost of a day’s work with the tractor 
at $7.80. Without it, I would have been 
paying $11.50 per day for two men and six 
horses, and.the price of workers and hay 
has gone up since I made these figures. 
The details of tractor cost per day are: 
Repairs, 75 cents; kerosene fuel, $2.60; lu- 
bricating oil, 60 cents; service of one man, 
$3.85. I do not count the wear and tear on 
the harness, or the horse feed in my horse- 
power estimate. When a tractor stands 
idle it is not eating up fuel and requires 
no attention, but the horses are always eat- 
ing their three square meals a day and re- 
quire daily tare whether they work or not. 

“Some farmers think they must have 
horses to keep up the fertility of their farms. 
keep no horses whatever. I used to keep 
six, but now I am able to keep more 
cows. I used to keep only one cow, 
but now I have a string of twenty. I raise 


keep up this herd. Most of my feed used 
to go into the horses. The income from 
the milk and from the pork—for I keep a 
few hogs—more than pays my kerosene, oil 
engine, etc.

away in far-off Burma, tying under the 
shadow of Ruby Mountains, its walls and 
gilded palaces built over dead men’s bones. 
Where an utterly wicked queen and a 
weak, despotic king ruled in barbaric 
splendor—not in some remote century—in 
fact, it is barely forty years since the fall 
of Mandalay, when Burma was annexed by 
Great Britain. 


Mandalay is 500 miles from Rangoon, in 


these days by railroad, roughly speaking, 
running parallel with the Irrawaddy. Still. 
it is well worth while, if you have plenty of 
time, to make the trip up this most lan- 


guorous of rivers on one of the government 


steamers. They are not sumptuous, but 
they_are spacious and never crowded. Their 
breadth gives ample cabin deck space pro- 
vided with long, flexible bamboo chairs and 
cushions under low awnings, where you are 
served wien iced drinks and afternoon tea 
by silent, white-clad Madrassi boys from 
India. There are certain to be Anglo-JIn- 


ns—residents of Burma —on board, who 
will entertain you with gruesome stories of 


the recent past, deeds of murder and vio- 
lence, to which some of them were actually 
eyewitnesses; deeds more credible as be-

Enormous teak forests stretch away on 
either side, then acres of fertile rice fields.

Theebaw was proclaimed king at Mandalay 
with Supyalat as queen, and then began a 
reign of misrule and bloodshed such as 
Burma in its worst days had never known. 

Before their day, Mandalay—still spoken 
of as the “royal city,” cupped on three 
sides by the Ruby Mine Mountains, was 
founded on human sacrifice. Three persons 
were buried alive under each of the four 
corners of the outer wall, and there is no 
telling how many were catacombed under 
the site of the palace. With each victim 
were placed jars of oil carefully protected. 
They were thoroughly examined with a 
good deal of trouble every seven years, as 
it was thought that so long as they were 
found intact, the city was safe. 

In the center of the present city stand 
the buildings which constituted King Thee- 
baw’s palace and state offices—a city in 
themselves—surrounded by a great wall, 
and a moat 150 feet broad. The latter is a 
beautiful sight after the heavy rains, when 
it is covered with lotus blossoms. What 
tales the crocodiles, lying under the thick, 
glossy pads, in the slimy mud, could tell, 
had they the gift of speech! 

The central palace, the separate estab-

She boldly ordered, 
then ending by threatening, the Minister of 
the Treasury to hand over the keys to her, 
which he did. It was a daring act, even for 
her, as there was a strong palace faction 
arrayed against her. 

A close councillor and cousin of the king, 
a prince with an unpronouncible name, un-

too weak to ever dare to attack Burma.

Some had their 
mouths filled with gunpowder, and were 
blown up, others were either stabbed or 


strangled. The affair seems to have been 


staged, as their cries were drowned by the 
noise of drums and brass musical instru- 
ments, and their bodies almost immediate- 
ly buried in the moat, n, drained 
for the purpose. 

News of the palace murders was received 
with horror and indignation both at Ran- 
goon and Calcutta. The India ngovernment 
promptly sent a strong remonstrance to 
King Theebaw, which, as subsequent events 
showed, had no effect whatever®-rather the 
contrary. 

It was what the records allude to as the 
“Shoe Question,” which eventually led to 
the severing of friendly relations between 
the two governments. King Theebaw’s ar- 
rogance Was a “bit too thick” when he in- 
solently ordered that all British officials 
must observe the oriental ‘customs in his 
presence, which meant that they must walk 
barefooted into the palace, and prostrate 
themselves at the foot of the throne. Now. 
as the English—or any other European for 
that matter, are not in the habit of eithe: 
removing their shoes, or groveling on their 
stomachs before eastern potentates. the 


matter was regarded as an intentional in- 


sult, and acted upon accordingly.

He evidently * 


believed his countrymen to be so short- 
sighted and selfish that they would long 


postpone the setting of their social house 


in order. Of late, however, he became con- 


tent to bide his time and take for granted 


the utilmate triumph of righteousness. 
Whatever his final philosophy may have 
Deen if at any rate saved him from the 
cynical despair which engulfed such high- 
minded men as Samuel L. Clemens and 
Henry Adams. By all the laws of pragma- 
tism it was thus fully justified and we may 
think of him as lying sweet on his bier 
his departing spirit leaving behind it ne 
trailing clouds of misanthropy and doubt,

those left behind him. 

Discriminating readers who have enjoyed 
his accurate descriptions of our bourgeois 
life with its cares, its problems and its as-

These were the only hotels in town. The 
Pico House, on the southeast corner of Vein 
street, opposite the Plaza, was about in- 
ished, and was scon to open. 

Next door to the Bella Union Hotel was 
the Hank of Hellman, Temple & Co., the 
postoffice was in the Temple Block 

A few weeks after my arrival there was 
a near tragedy at the Bella Union Hotel. 
Nearly all of the guests were taken sick 
soon after dinner. Some thought that it was 
„used by eating pie, but, on comparing the 
dishes eaten of, it was traced to the soup. 
The head cook had been discharged a few 
days before, and it was thought that he had 
sneaked into the kitchen and put poison in 
the soup. Others held that it was owing to 
the filthiness of the vessel in which the 
soup was bofled. However, the mystery“ 
was never solved. At the time I was vork- 
ing on the Star, and during the night | be- 
came so sick that I was compelled to quit 
work. Mr. Hamilton, the proprietor, who 
also had taken some of the soup, was very 
sick, but continued his work until the paper 
went to press. 


Within a few days the Pico House opened, 


and several left the Bella Union, myself 
among the number, and went to the new ho- 
tel. It was finely furnished, and the fare 
was bountiful. The dining-room was on the 


in a saloon near the News office. Capt. 
Beane had introduced a friegd of his from 
Virginia—a gambler. The gambler made a 
remark to which John Wilson took excep- 
tion, and he threw a glass of water into the 
gambler’s face. The gambler, one Anderson, 
did not resent it, whereupon Capt. Beane 
challenged Wilson. Next morning they went 
out In buggies about a mile south of town 
and exchanged rifle shots. Wilson received 
a bullet in the fleshy part of the arm. Beane 
was not hit. A few months later. be 25 ina 
fit of despondency, Beane shot and killed 
himself: He was a bachelor, and had no 
relatives in the town. 

The only “show places” were the “fort” 
on the summit of the hill, a miniature mu- 
eum, and the “round house.” 

The hill was called “Fort Hill” because 
of a mud breastwork thrown up during a 
revolt of the Mexicans. After the capture 
of the pueblo, Commodore Stockton left 
Capt. Gillespie, with a detachment of fifty 
men, in charge. They were quartered on 
Los Angeles, near Commercial street. One 
night, perhaps “dark and stormy,” the revo- 
lutionists attacked Gillespie’s forces, and 
drove them up the hill. There, the fort was 
hastily built, and the Mexicans besieged it. 
The fortification was later named “Fort 
Moore,” in honor of Capt. Moore, who fell 
at the battle of San Pascual during the re- 
volt. Finally, Gillespie was permitted to re- 
treat with the “honors of war,” with the 
stipulation that he would return the two 
smooth-bore cannons. At San Pedro he 
dumped them into the ocean. Later, they 
were fished out, and planted, muzzle down- 


wards, at the southeast corner of Main and 


Commercial streets to protect that corner 
against reckless drivers. The revolutiontsts 
had held the town about four months, when 
it was retaken by Gen. Kearney who had 
arrived from the conquest of New Mexico,

there were only traces of the walls. There 
were only a few cottages on the hill. It was 
mainly used as a pasture for goats and cows. 

The miniature museum was on the west 
side of Spring, between Main and First 
streets.
